the question. 
Heretofore Duvall has been quick 
to answer, and emphatic in his a s ­ 
sertion that unless he lost his 
in­ 
tended appeal to the Supreme court, 
lie would not quit. 
Today he hesitated and said 
“ I 
don’t think s o .” 
Word o f In’s reply reached 
the 
City Hall and rumors that 
Duvall 
would resign by nightfall tripled, but 
the mayor had no further comment 
to offer, and his attorneys had no­ 
thing to say. 
Duvall reached the Marion oriini- 
nal courtroom late with his chauf­ 
feur, Arthur Reeves. They had been 
driving 
aim lessly around the busi­ 
ness district for some time in 
the 
m ayor’s 
automobile. 
If 
developed 
the mayor’s presence was not at all 
necessary. 
R em y’s staff and Duvall’s counsel 
went into a 
20 minute conference.

The Indiana coal mine strike was at 
an end 
today. 
Thirteen 
thousand 
miners awaited the -cheery blasts of 
whistles, unheard since April 1, 
to 
leturn 
them to work under 
the 
Jacksonville wage agreement. 
Signalure of a contract to resume 
operations under 
the 
Jacksonville 
agreement was only in the nature of 
a truce, observers pointed out. The 
resumption extends only to April 1, 
1928, and 
at its termination, 
the 
I'nited Mine Workers and the oper­ 
ators will have to negotiate a new 
settlement. 
The 50,00<T or more persons 
de­ 
pendent on tin1 work o f the 13,000 
miners affected by the 
settlement 
gave heed today, only to the joyful 
news that more than six months 
of 
idleness in the Indiana Held was at 
an end. 
While winter settled itself down on 
the state for good, idle mines be­ 
cam e scenes of activity while work­ 
men placed them in readiness for re­ 
opening. 
The settlement was effective im­ 
mediately it was signed by operators 
and miners ^ere last night and any 
mines in condition to do so could 
reopen today. It was expected that 
Monday 
would see a 
general re 
sumption of operations. 
Agreement 
reached between 111 i- 
nois m in e rs and operators, followed 
by an agreement between Iowa min­ 
ers and operators, paved 
tin* way 
for the Indiana settlement. 
After several hours of parleying, 
during which each side w a s in the 
mood to reach a speedy agreement, 
the contract calling for renewal 
of

This was a gain of 14 over deaths, 
as a total of 22 persons died in the 
county in September.

that captured the reptile, said that if 
it w as done for publicity purposes, 
the joke was on him.

The (¡5-Y ears-A go-Today column 
o f the ( hicago Tribune this morning 
contained another reference to

death o f Gen. P.

Hackleman, 
Rush county man who w as the only 
Indiana general killed in the 
civil 
war. Friday and reprint from this 
column o f a dispatch from Colum­ 
bus, Ivy., dated Oct. 6, 18(52, men­ 
tioned the death of Gen. Ilackleman, 
and today a dispatch from Grant’s 
headquarters at Jackson Tonn. men­ 
tions the Rush 
countv 
general’s 
death as follow s: 
Gen. Grant sent this report 
to 
Gen. Halleek: “ Yesterday the 
re­ 
bels, under Price, Van Dorn, and Lo­ 
vell were repulsed from their attack 
upon Corinth with great slaughter. 
The enemy are in full retreat leaving 
their dead and wounded on the field. 
Rosgerans telegraphs the loss is ser­ 
ious on our side, particularly in o f ­ 
ficers. Gen. Hackleman fell 
while 
gallantly leading his brigade, 
and 
Gen. Oglesby is dangerously wound­ 
ed. At this distance everything looks 
most favorable and I cannot see how 
the enemy are to escape 
without 
losing everything but 
their 
small 
arms. ”

The 152d birthday anniversary of
